He gave 
the rates for other years, including 
1918. The rate lust year was lower 
than the former year, but from 1919 
to 1922 the rates were still lower. In 
1!)18 the rate, however, was $'4. 


On cross examination for the city, 


Mr. FraV.ee ttstitied that the 32 per- 
sons who had remonstrated against 
the. bond issue would pay u total 
of 


$0.733.80, or approximately one-fifth. 


.T. D. Case, one of the remonstra- 


tors. testified concerning the 
water 


supply, and said that he figured that 
a 300,000 gallon reservoir would cost 
$5,000. He discussed the water sup- 
ply, but the tax representative stated 
that there was no issue involving the 
building of a reservoir. Jlr. 
Case 


also stated that the present reservoir 
had a capacity of 370,000 gallons, 
and that the pumper now in use by 
the fire department had a capacity 
of 750.000 gallons an hour. 


A. T. Mahin, superintendent of the 


plant, was the next witness, who con- 
tradicted the statements of Mr. Case, 
in as much thnt the- present reservoir 
is 480,000 gallons, and that he had 
figured on a 500,000 gallon reservoir 
which would "cost $11,800. The fire 
pumper hns a rated eannr-ity (if 45,-1 
000 gallons' an hour and during a fire

Harry 0. Francis, a manufacturer,

Francis stated that if the reservoir 
was not adequate, then two pumpers 
would throw the bulk of the water 
on a fire when most needed. 


Other witnesses were \V. I'1. Kasley 


and Prank Mcllwain, who 
testified 


concerning the fire lighting equipment 
and remodeling of the city building. 


In describing the unsanitary con- 


ditions at the city hall, Mr. Easley 
stated that the firemen are housed in 
a bed room, located above the manure 
bin. Mr. Morris, who was questioning 
him, curried on the following'conver- 
sation :
